Ait the beginning of the First Armistice, 30 


"years ago, some socialists organized the Amer- 


ican seétion of the Third International. Did yau 
notice their action, then? It was part of a change 
in a real One World that has covered the planet 
for a hundred yeaars. 


The people of this actual One World are born 
of all ancestries in all parts of the earth; they 
inherit all cultures, creeds and languages; but 
they have one history, one tradition, one faith 
and purpose. All have the same philosophy, 
the same mythology, the same culture — art, 
music, poetry, an enormous literature. In all 
countries they have their own nurseries, schools 
and colleges, shops, press, government, an ex- 
clusive social life. Wherever they go, they are 
with their own kind. And they go everywhere, 
for they have no country, no frontiers; police 


- cannot stop them, they obey only their own 


commanders; and to them the whole planet is

They number millions; they are fighting a 
world war they have been waging for a hundred 
years, and it is open war; they declare it loudly. 

et few others hear or see them and many deny 
that they exist. 


In all history there is only one parallel to this 
unhidden but unnoticed enemy to all established 
institutions. The parallel was organized Chris- 
tianity during the first three centuries of what, 
today, we call the Christian era. During those 
centuries a tiny. minority of Christians, un- 
noticed but organized, disciplined, wholly de- 
voted to their faith, were then infiltrating the 
vast, heedless pagan world, Hilaire Belloc, a 
Catholic writer, sketches the process vividly in 
his book, Europe and The Faith. 


To a Marxian materialist, The Church seems 
to have made the most astounding conquest in 
history. Christ had twelve disciples. These 
twelve men, in three centuries. conquered the 
known world ; an Emperor’s edict made the world 
officially Christian, from Africa to the North 
Sea. Sixteen hundred years later, Lenin saw a 
coincidence. He, too, had few disciples; he, too, 
had a faith that (he was certain) must conquer 
the world. He asked himself How did The Church 
do it? He studied Church history earnestly, and 
when he organized his few disciples and, later, 
the Third International, he copied exactly the 
form of the early Church’s organization. 


The “cells” of rigorously selected, trained, dis- 
ciplined and obedient “professional revolution- 
ists” now in China, Timbuctoo, Cape Town, Teg- 
ucigalpa, London, Washington, Nome, your home 
town and all points between, are outwardly rep- 
licas of the tiny groups of Christians once un- 
noticed everywhere in the complacent glory of 
pagan Rome. 


The socialist fajth is the antagonist of Chris- 
tianity;,/of course. Socialism is the ancient pagan 
collectivism, reacting against Judeo-Christian in- 
dividualism, The Church never wholly destroyed 

‘Europe’s pre- Christian paganism; again and 
again, through the Christian centuries, sects of 
“godless collectivists” defied The Church, and 
Christian Kings exterminated them. Collectivism 
was one of the heresies of the Reformation, and

Through all my life I have known that the 
Christian faith is the most important of all things, 
and during my five and one-half years in the 
army (1941-1947) I reached the reasoned convic- 
tion that Christianity is the only force that can 
rescue the world from the evil with which it is 
poisoned today.

Leiberman, points out that the last two issues . 


have reached at least 300,000 people'all over the 
country, especially ‘influential persons and or- 
ganizations.’ With so much to its credit, it is a 
shame that Union Township should have to be 
presented to the country ‘at large as the home 
of so bigoted and bjased a publication.” 


Come, now, let’s not be hypocrites! You pre- 
tend to look after the fair name of Union. The 
editor of COMMON SENSE has lived in Union 
thirteen years, has many friends here, and not a 
black mark on his record. You owners or editors 
do not live in Union or Union County, for that 
matter, and your paper is not even printed in 
Union. How many of your twelve employees 
live in and help support Union? We are informed 
that the answer is one. 


Do the profits of the Union Register remain 
in Union or do they go to New York with you? 
The editor of COMMON SENSE signs his name 
to each paper published. We have looked over 
your 30 pages which consist mainly of advertis- 
ing in vain, trying to discover who the publish- 
er, owner, or editor, are. You attack us but do 
not have your names appear. For all the public 
can-see, Gerhardt Eisler could be publishing the 
paper. 

Is this because you do not want the public to 
know that the ownership of the Register has 
changed hands a few months ago'and that Milton 
Bauer, who operates the paper, is no relation to 
the non-Marxist Grant Bauer, former owner? 
You, Mr. Milton Bauer, have come in from New 
York during this invasion of Marxists who have 
almost completely taken over all retail business 
in Union, just as Marxists are buying up all the 
newspapers they can so that you may more fully 
control information as they do the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, where 1100 of the 1800 
employees are Marxists Jews. 


You may fool some people, but with 16 years’ 
experience dissecting Marxist activity, we feel 
certain that the- Anti-Defamation League, whom 
you boost in the Register, will now direct the 
Register’s policy so as to play up all Marxist, 
Liberal, pink and leftist ideas in order to help 
condition the United States for Marxism. . In 
your editor’s column of December 9th you start 
in on the Republican Party to break it down for 
leftist control. You already play up such Marxist 
writers as Arthur Schlesinger, Jr. 


In your December 16th issue you state, “The 
Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League has asked the 
attorney general's office to investigate the anti- 
democratic newspaper, COMMON SENSE, pub- 
lished by Conde McGinley at Union, N. J., now 
distributed in fortnightly editions approximately 
one-half million copies each.” Apparently the 
Register is also working with this Marxist front 
of snoopers. 


We quote from Westbrook Pegler’s column 
in the N. Y. Journal American: 


“Isidor Lipschutz is a propagandist and was 
responsible for a program of private espionage 
on American citizens while he was still an alien 
charged with moral turpitude.

Sectarian Anti-Nazi League of New York. 
It is reasonably comparable to the German 
Gestapo and the Soviet G.P.O. . . . The case 
of Isidor Lipschutz, a rich Belgian diamond 
merchant with a record of meddling in Amer- 
ican affairs through a privately operated secret 
service is of unusual.importance. Lipschutz, 
. . . of mysterious background and a subject 
of inquiry by two of our Congresional Com- 
mittees, had the money and plenty of gall. 


“This society’s propaganda follows the Mor- 
genthau formula for the permanent reduction 
of the German nation to an agrarian economy 
and the degradation of its people to the status 
of clods in sabots. 


“Its program is consistent with the Soviet 
intentions and it is violently intolerant of the 
forgiving charity and political view of some 
organizations of Catholics and Protestant 
toward the German people. 


“Its ‘advisory council’ includes many names 
listed in the official reports to Congress of the 
Dies and Thomas Committees on Un-Amfrican 


Activities. Pree, 

“Throughout .years of political activity of 
this kind, Lipschutz was at liberty and had 
facilities to pry into the private affairs of nat- 
ive Americans and their societies of patriotic 
and other character, although he could not 
even vote.” 


We note in the Register editorial column of 
December 30th that you say, “Finally, we re- 
solve to continue to give both sides of every story 
as far as possible and we hope both sides will 
always cooperate with us in expressing their 
views when a controversial subject comes up.” 
We challenge the Register to live up to this reso- 
lution. During the last few weeks many people 
have remarked that Union needs a real American 
newspaper with courage to speak up for Chris- 
tianity. And during the past few weeks your 
attacks have brought us quite a number of sub- 
scriptions.

About this time, when Schiff was. so active, 
Louis Brandies, now a member of the Supreme 
Court, along with his wife and daughter, were 
soliciting funds to support the Commonwealth 
College in Mena, Arkansas. This was the Com- 
munist college forced to close by the State of 
Arkansas.

the unity of Church and State, the latent pagan- 
ism revolted against both. 


The American Revolution made this pagan 
reaction a political.one: socialism. The Revolu- 
tion is Judeo-Christian individualism in political 
form. When men left all old institutions behind 
them in Europe, in empty North America they 
first fully understood that God endows every 
person with unalienable liberty. Therefore they 
made here the first police force that ever existed 
to protect the individual person from aggression, 
either by that police force itself or by a majority 
of other persons. 


This unheard-of repudiation of both monarchy 
and democracy seemed to Europeans, and still 
seems, sheer insanity. They do not yet know 
that a person is an active and self-controlling 
force. They still believe, as primitive savages 
do, that a person is a passive part of a human 
mass controlled by some Governing Force. 

When Americans made individualism the basis 
of a political State, Europes’ pagan collectivists 
reacted against it politically. Modern socialism 
began as a violent reaction against Americanism, 
in France in 1793. That first socialist Terror, 
leading to Napoleon‘s socialist dictatorship, is 


to communists what the®Declaration of 1776 is’ 


to Americans. Thermidor and Brumaire are as 
meaningful to them as Jefferson to us. ‘Since 
1793, socialists have worked for a collectivist 
dictatorship, the opposite of a free society in 
which Law protects the individual’s human 


rights. 


Marx made the socialist aim world-wide. Since 
1848 the. members of the three Communist In- 
ternationals have worked :steadily to destroy 
even the idea of individualism, with its bases of 
God-given individual responsibility, morality, and 
law, to take the whole world back to the collect- 
ivism of ancient Spartans and Aztecs. 


Thirty years ago when American socialists left 
the Second Communist International and joined 
the Third, they did not at all change their tra- 
ditional purpose... Members of the First and 
Second Internationals (1866-1914) used persua- 
sion, the vote and legislation; they obeyed their 
Governments while changing them. In Lenin’s 
opinion, these socialists were “infected” by mor- 
ality, by humane motives, even by religion, all 
“bourgeois” (capitalist) rottenness. He trained 
his Bolsheviks to hate; “You must learn to hate,” 
he repeated constantly. They must never trust 
a socialist who joined them from humane mo- 
tives; use him, then liquidate him; never trust 
him. ; 

The First International had seized power and 
failed to hold it in France in 1870. The Second 
had governed Germany for a generation, and 
collapsed in 1914. Nothing but total ruthlessness 
could win, Lenin said; trained. professional con- 
spirators must undermine capitalism, armed vio- 
lence must smash Governments and seize power; 
nothing but merciless extermination of the cap- 
italist class, terror, torture, continuing suppres- 
sion; could hold power and creat the World Com- 
mune, 


In 1917, Lenin’s method wrecked the Russian 
socialist (Kerensky) government and seized pow- 
er and held it. In all countries the socialists who 
adopted Lenin’s method went from the Second 
International to the Third. 


‘Fragments of the Second International remain 
in all countries. Their various factions — Social 
Democrats, Christian Socialists, etc. — are now 
governing the so-called “Western Democracies.”

Norman Thomas leads the largest faction in this 
‘country. : 


In thirty years there isn’t time enough to prove 
that Lenin’s method is more successfully destruc- 
tive than theirs. The present situation is that 
both are attacking human rights, morality and 
law. The Second International attacks in the field 
of thought and politics, through schools, 
‘churches, the press and legislation. These attacks 
confuse and corrupt your thinking apd mine, 
while the unorganized (sometimes even unaware) 
socialists called New Dealers, liberals, progres- 
sives, destroy. our political protection.. They 
demolish the American Federal structure, they 
centralize police force and realease it from the 
restraint of law, they replace law with dictator- 
ship called “executive directives”. and “social 
gains.” I won't argue that this method isn’t more 
effective than Len:n’s; slower, more insidious, it 
arouses less resistance. 


But Lenin’s method is working, too, The 
Third International's trained, disciplined, ruth- 


less fanatics are worming their way into every 


cranny of American life, into schools, churches, 
businesses, charities, labor unions, press, radio, 
army, Government. Never before in history has 
there been such a force at work — a world-wide 
Black Hand, unified under one control, animated 
by (if I may use Mr. Truman’s touchingly naive 
words) “a system of morals that are not morals,” 
and relentlessly working’ to destroy all Govern- 
ments and all government but its own. 


The conspiracy’s flexibility increases the dan- 
ger. The conspirators -have no principle; they 
have only a single objective: destruction. They 
unite with the “liberals” here and massacre them 
there; today they fight at your side, tomorrow 
they murder you. 


For instance, since 1920 the British socialists 
have had a policy midway between Second and 
Third Internationals. (Americans who urge 
these States to follow England’s “middle way” 
don’t know what they’re babbling about.) Lenin 
dubbed the British Labour Party. “the Second 
and a Half International,” and ordered the Third 

‘ International’s British section to work for La- 
bour Party victory in England. Today the Brit- 
ish Labour Party Governmént is communizing 
England with American support. 


In Germany, on the other hand, the Third In- 
ternational worked to wreck the Social Democrat 
(Second International) Weimar Republic. Never, 
I think, were so many doublecrosses doubly and 
redoubly double-crossed. But in main outline, 
the trick was this: The Kremlin maintained 
close relations with top-ranking German Army 
officers and used the organized German Com- 
munists (in conjunction with the Generals, Junk- 
ers, aristocrats and capitalists) to start an en- 


|. tirely new movement called National Bolshevism. 


Hitler seized it and called it National Socialism, 
But during the brief interruption by gunfire, the 
Kremlin kept German National Bolsheyism in- 
tact and safe in Russia, calling its leaders the 
Free German Committee. And now they are rul- 
ing, under Stalin, the German land and wretched 
Germans that Mr. Roosevelt ‘advised by Alger 
Hiss) handed over to Stalin at Yalta. 


The few Americans who see the Third Inter- 
national haye been trying for twenty-five years 
to warn the others. The effort is a nightmare. 
The innocent, unsuspecting Americans cannot 
believe the truth; they are too busy even to hear 
it. They are hurrying to work, to conferences, to 
luncheons; they are happily putting their towns 
over the top in Community Chest drives, roaring 
at football games, playing golf, going to the 
movies. Remember Dr. Wirt, whose desperate 
shout made millions laugh? Wasn't the “House 
Un-American Committee” funny, calling Shirley 
Temple a Communist? Does Julia Stuart Poyntz’s 
name mean anything to you? (She disappeared 
mysteriously.) Carlo. Tresca? (Killed on the 
street in New York City. The New York Times 
‘mentioned casually that police invesigation was 
dropped, as it might annoy the Soviet Union.) 
General Walter Krivitsky? (Former. chief of 
Soviet espionage in Europe; a refugee here, he 
revealed. the Stalin-Hitler pact; he knew more. 
Killed in his hotel room on Capitol Plaza in 
Washington.) The list is much longer. 


Many have died and others are risking their 
lives now, to warn the busily prosperous, salt-of- 
the-earth American who adds a merry proscript 
to a holiday note to me: “I hope the Un-American 
Committee goes out of business, they'd surely 
investigate a red farmhouse. Horrors! there are 
two red squirrels at our bird-feeding boxes!”

method in coping with the money-changers (Gos- 
pel of Mark, XI, 15) and. will not enter into 
leagues or covenants with them. There are as 
many ways for implementing the hope which 
“springs from a revived faith as there are indi- 
viduals inspired by such hope. Your way will 
become clearer to you. I was led to study cur- 
rent books and periodicals and to throw my sup- 
port, as small as it is, toward those which are 
not hostile to Christian civilization. With God’s 
help, my work has borne-visible fruit even in the 

fifteen months since I left the army. 


Saint Paul listed faith, hope, and charity as 
the great Christian characteristics and stated 
that “the greatest of these is charity.” From the 
time of Christ until well along in this corrupt 
and pagan century, charity was the grace and 
ornament of the Christian Church. It was not 
merely the tangible evidence of unselfishness and 
a loving heart; in Christ’s own view it was a 
touchstone of sincerity and depth of the Chris- 


tian faith, for “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto: 


one of the least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me.” It is thus.of the profoundest 
importance that Christians watch what they do 
with charity. In so far as you are able, give per- 
sonal gifts which meet a material need or tend 
to bring Christ into the lives of those whom you 
wish to help. Let all your other charity be given 
through,the church. Never forget that when 
charity is taken away the church loses the great- 
est of the three supports named by St. Paul. 


Don’t be deceived by the facile tongues of 
those who seek to lull you into believing that 
all is well. The stark truth is that ChriStianity 
has for more than a quarter of a century been in 
recession in the United States. As an example, 
consider our holidays. At the beginning of this 
century, the people in many parts of America 
took a week off to celebrate Christmas, a second 
week for the annual revival of their church, a day 
on Easter Monday, and a day on Whitsuntide 
Monday. There were thus fourteen Christ- 
inspired holidays in addition to Sundays. How 
many holidays or vacations are now related to 
the church? And is there not a strong pagan 
pressure already set in motion to make Christmas 
and Easter, the only two surviving universally 
observed Christian holidays, into orgies of ad- 
vertising which stampede Christians into buying 
things they cannot afford for recipients who do 
not need them? Remember your friends at 
Christmas, but let every card you send have on 
it a New Testament verse, a Church, a cross, a 

- hymn, or some other symbol of your faith. In 
selecting presents do not forget that a dollar 
spent inadvisedly may really be a contribution 
to the cause of anti-Christ.

“Who shall frame together the skillful archi- 
tecture which unites national sovereignty with 
State Rights, individual security, and Public 
prosperity ? 

“No. if these columns fall, they will be raised 
not again. Like ‘the Coliseum and the Parthenon, 
they will be destined to a mournful and melan- 
choly immortality. Bitterer tears, however, will 
flow over them than were ever shed over the 
monuments of Roman or Grecian art; for they 
will be the monuments of a more glorious edifice 
than Greece or Rome ever saw, the edifice of 


Constitutional American liberty!”
